i am a journalist activist that is based now out of Istanbul - in turkey we 
have the largest amount of journalists imprisoned in the world we also 
have a lot of people that are not credentialed by the state as journalists 
in prison which makes the number of imprisoned journos double the 
amount that already sets turkey as the highest rated imprisoner of 
journalists 

we have here in turkey a case of neo-liberal capitalism not unlike that in 
the untied states this neo-liberal capitalism takes the moneyed part of 
the human species as the ultimate word on all things having to do with 
society - this is a parasite on life itself 

as a journalist activist i am sort of a different kind of journalist like a 
watchdog i look out for other journalists activities to see if they are 
performing in an ethical manner - i have worked for PBS and Democracy 
Now! and there are only very few other outlets that i could work with 
because most of them are running the neoliberal capitalist agenda 

as a journalist we take very seriously the matter of our fellow journalists 
being imprisoned by the state 

barrett brown as a journalist does very difficult work that is of intellectual 
regard and if we go on and let people like you perform for the state in a 
blind manner without questioning you whether you are politically 
advancing neoliberal capitalism within your work (as that sort of thing in 
a real justice system is unethical) well then we are no different are we? 
now as a purveyor of justice you may instead be interested in such 
matters regarding the law equalling out to have something to do with 
justice and insomuch can give barrett brown time served
